The douth of of “Cardinal ‘New- 
man, at the rine age ot 90, 


removes %ne who in piety, 
scholarship and all intellectual 
endowments stood pre-eminent 
among ecclesiastical leaders. 
The deceased prelate occupied 
an exalted position not only in 
the councils of his own church 
but inthe estimation of all cap- 
able of appreciating zeal and 
devotion to religious works. 
He seemed to combine in him- 
self in a remarkable manner the 
highest form of intellect with 
the sincerest faith; and while 
his great endowments and his 
religious fervor elicited the ad- 
miration and the gratitude of 
his co-religionists, they were 
regarded by the eminent in all 
Christian bodies as the common 
property of all who worship at 
the one Christian altar.

He (Mr, Hamilton) favored laying sewers 
in the lanes instead of the streets,—there 
was so much tearing ap of streets, the 
grate bars terrify horses, the efflavia from 
the openings is semotimes yery bad, and, 
then, there is the inconvenience and even 
danger of carrying sewers under houses 
and stores to the strect in front when the 
sewerage, as arate, is required from the 
back apartments und should go by the 
rear, He did not think there was suf- 
ficient provision showa on the plans for 
cleaning out tho sewers at the janction 
points; there was a lack of automatic 
flushing tanks which, connected with 
water works, throw a large body of water 
into the sewers every 24 hours. He 
agreed with the report in regard to water 
closets in basements. These are pro- 
hibited in many places and are in oppo- 
sitian to the opinions of the best sanitary 
engineers ; they poison the premises. 
He thought the Council should secure the 
very best sanitary skill in starting out on 
their sewerage system, and that they 
would do well to have this plan and 
system confirmed by one who had made 
the subject ot sewerage a life study,— 
meaning Mr. Mohen, ©. K., of Vancou- 
yer. He considered it important that a 
regular expert should sce to the joint- 
ing. 

Mr. Ramiiten examined the plan and 
profiles carefully, and while responding 
to the wish of the Council to give them 
the bencfit of his personal experience, 
was careful to refrain from urging his 
own views dogmatically on the Council.

A Proposed Basis of Anglican Uston, 

Below we give a copy of the basis of 

union proposed in the Anglican Church 
Conference in Winnipeg. Only one or 
two of the sections had been discussed 
up to noon on Saturday. 
CONFERENCE, 
1. Constitution, There shall be a 
general synod consisting of the bishops of 
the Charch of Eagland ia the Dominion 
of Canada and the diocese of Newfound- 
land and of delegates chosea from the 
clergy and laity, 


The delegates shall be chosen by tne 
several dioges in aynods according to such 
rules as they may adopt, or, in a diocese 
which bas no synodical orginiz ution, may 
be appointed by the bishop. 

Representation shall be as follows : 

Dioceses having fewer than 25 licensed 
clergymen, one delegate from each order; 
having 25 and fewer than 50 
licensed clergymen, two of each order; 
dioceses having 50 and fewer than 100, 
8 of each orde:; dioceses having 100 licen- 
sed clergymen and upward, four of each 
order. 

2. Timeand place of meeting. —The 
synod shall meet for the first time in the 
city of Toronto on the 2nd Wednesday of 
September, 1893, anJ shall be convened by 
the Metropolitan, senior by consecration. 

3. Tne synod shall consist of two 
houses, the bishops constituting the up- 
per and the clergy and luty together the 
lower house. 

The houses shall sit separately, except- 
ing at any time by the unanimous consent 
of both houses. 

4, The president of the general synod, 
who shall be styled the Primate, shail be 
elected bv the House of Bishops from 
among the Metropolitans. 

The Primate shall hold office for life or 
solcng as he is bishop of any diocese of 
the General Synod ; nevertheless he may 
resige at any time, 

b. ‘Ihe general synod, shall haye power 
to deal with all matters affecting in any 
woy the interests and well-being of the 
church within its jurisdiction, Provided 
that no canons or resolution of a coeicive 
character or involving penalties or disabili- 
ties shail be operative in any ecclesiastical 
or independent diocese until accepted by 
the synod of such province or diocese. 

6. For the expenses of the Synod, 
including the necessary travelling expen- 
ses of the members, there shall be an 
annual assessment of the dioceses, propor- 
tioned to the representation, exempting 
those which send only one representative 
of each order, 

The following, or such like objects, may 
be suggested as properly coming within 
the jurisdiction of the general synod : 

a. Matters of doctrine, worship and 
discipline, 

b. All agencies employed in the carry~ 
ing on 

c. The missionary and educational 
work of the church. 

d, The adjustment of relations between 
dioceses in respect to clergy, widows and 
orphans and superannuation funds, 

¢, Regulations affecting the transfer of 
clergy frou one diocese to another, 

f. Education and training of candi- 
dates foe Holy Orders.

The news from Manitoba is very satis~ 
factory. The frost has done no damage 
worth mentioning, and the wheat crop 
imay be said tobe out of danger, The 
yield will be something enormous, prom- 
ising @ surplus of something like 13,- 
000,090 bushels. Buying will commence 
at not less than 80 cents,— perhaps 
higher, The demand for farm hands is 
unprecedented. Mr Hamilton inforns 
us that his office was deluged with appli- 
cations for the men who were expected 
up on tho labor excursions from Ontario. 
Po. age 1a Prairie wauted 1,009 haide , 
stich a place a8 Morden wanted several 
hundreds; and from a score of districts 
came applivations for from 50 to 100 
each. 

Here in Alberta everything promises 
well. Three fourths of the barley has 
alrendy been harvested in good condi- 
tion ; about one third of the oat crop has 
been cut, fully matured anda great 
yield; the restis in good shape and not 
licely to be injurad. Wheat is loss for- 
wird but there is nothing to indicate 
«at it will not be secured in good condi-

Dr. Robertson on Presbyterian Missions 
ja the Northwest. 

Last night in Knox Church Rev, Dr, 
Roberison, Supt. of Presbyterian Missions 
iw the Northwest, spoke on the Home 
Missions of the church and made a strong 
plea for liberality in this connection, He 
referred to the losses the denominations 
had sustained in eastern Nova Scotia, in 
New Brunswick and in the Eastern Town- 
ships of Quebec through the church's 
neglect of its scattered adherents. He 
said the Presbyterian Church of Canada 
had resolved that thare shoyll be no such 
neglect of her adherents in the Northwest 
Yerritories, and he instanced the liberality 
of the church with its mission funds and 
the fiae spirit which animated private ia- 
dividuals and congregations in the east—- 
in Nova Scotia, Montreal, Toronto and 
elsewhere —in contributing to mission 
work in this section, He urged that only 
the brightest and ablest men should be 
sent into the Northwest as missionaries, 
as the people to be inpressed here were 
among the most active minded to ve found 
anywhere, He spoke in enthustastic 
terms of the progress which bad been 
wade in. settling Alberta and of the cer- 
tain future of the Northwest, his remarks 
having the trae Canadian ring. In the 
course of his address he made an able 
argument in favor of al! classes support- 
ing the same schools, and, if need be, of 
permitting religious instructioa after the 
hours devoted to secular instruction, He 
believed the children of the country 
should all be educated together and thus 
lay early the foundation for future tolera— 
tion of differing opinions and beliefs. Dr. 
Robertson's address was a very able one 
and weil fitted to advance the cause of 
Presbyterian missions in the Northwest. 


The Sewerage Plaus. 

The plans and profiles of the sewerage 
system have been received at last from 
Mr. Kennedy. They give details of a 
system for the part of the town lying 
north of the railway, extending from 
Osler St. to Ross St. (on which the court 
house stands) and back to the Bow. The 
Council, however, can adopt all of tae 
plen oronly part of it, Egan ayenue 
is recommended as the street for tae 
outfall sewer, which will drain into the 
Bow, the streets west of Hamilton St. 
draining westward, those east of Hamil- 
ton eastward. The profiles show the 
sewer placed just below the frost line but 
Mr. Kennedy recommends to go a foot 
deeper, No provision is made for drain 
ing basements, Mr. Kennedy holding 
that the character of the gravelly bed 
underlying the top soil renders this 


unnecessary, He also takes the ground 
that ‘water closets and urinals in base- 
ments should be discouraged and that it 
is unfair to tax the whole community for 
a deep system of sewerage throughout 
the town tor the sake of accommodating 
the owners of a few buildings requiring 
cellar drainage of this character, He 
recommends tbe terra cotta pipes of a 
Pittsburg house and gives an estimate of 
the cost per foot, of such pipe laid down 
in Culgary. The outtall he recommends 
tobe 18 inch. Mr. Kennedy advises that 
the work be done by days work under 
competent supervision, preferring this to 
the risks of tie jointing being slighted 
by contractors, as it would be impossible 
to watch the jointing of innumerable 
pieces of terracotta under thé contract 
system, There is no estimate of the 
aggregate cost, the Council being left to 
figure this out for themselves with the 
data presented after deciding for them- 
selves what depth to go and how much 
or how little of the system to adopt, 
Kennedy had advieed the Couneil by 
telegraph to ask the ratepayers for 
$20,000 but his communications do not 
explain why this amount was suguested., 
The Council is called to meet for 8 o'clock 
this evening in the town ball to consider 
the question and also to take action in

MISSIONS IN INDIA. 


A Canadian Missionary in Knox Church 
Last Night. 


Rev. Mr. Wilkie, missionary from 
the Presbyterien Church of Canada, 
to Indore, Centra! {ndia, addressed 
a small andience last night in Knox 
Caurch on India and the Indian 
Mission field. Mr. Wilkie is a most 
pleasing speaker and one who is 
capable of reaching the heights of 
eloquence while stating the claims 
of Indian missions on the sympa 
thies and purses of Christian peoples. 
Last night he spent but a few min- 
utes in demolishing Canon Taylor's 
sneering references to what he has 
been pleased to regard as the failure 
of missionary effort in India, Con- 
sidering the fact that active mission- 
ary work 1m India had extended over 
only the last 50 years, that the 
number of missionaries in ail India 
was only about the same as the 
number of ministers in the Presby- 
terian Church of Canada, and that 
the Christians iz India now number 
more than the whole of the Protest- 
ant population of Ontario, if not as 
many as the Protestant population 
of all Canada, he thought that sue- 
cess rather than failure might be 
claimed for the Missions of India. 
Mr. Wilkie exposed the frightful in- 
ternal corruption of the Hindoo 
worship, which could not bedescribed 
in publie,and showed that the priests, 
having lost their hold on the Indian 
population, were now fighting Chris- 
tianity through infidel teachers, 
He spoke of the favorable conditions 
under which he and his assistants 
have been enabled to conduct their 
missionary operations and dilated 
upon the grand opening that is pre- | 
sented for the circulation of Bible 
truth and for the Christian educa- | 
tion of the masses in Indore. He 
explained that the district of which | 
Indore is the centre, with a popula- | 
tion of 12,000,000, a large propor- 
tion of whom were eager to know 
the truth, was exclusively in the 
eure of his Presbyterian mission ; 
and that when he returned he would 
give daily Christian mstruction to 
500 intelligent, truth secking young | 
men. He showed that his mission 
was practically self sustaining, the 
funds he had collected in Canada, 
and which would be largely supple- 
mented in India, being for a col- 
legiate institution tor the education 
of native youths. 


Of the capacity of the people of 
India to reach the most advanced 
civilization Mr. Wilkie has evident- 
ly a very high opimon, He in- 
stanced the fact that while a 
few years ago all cotton cloth con- 
sumed in India was imported from 
England, now around Bombay may 
be seen the tall factories where are 
manutactured not only the cottons | 
needed by the people of India bat | 
cotton for export to other oriental 
countries, — factories provided by 
native capital and run by native 
workmen. He said also, that the 
natives were rapidly taking positions 
on the Indian xailways, working 
their way quickly into the civil ser- 
vice, and were aspiring to represent 
English constituencies ia the Hoase 
of Commons. He made interesting 
reference to the fact that India was 
sending off her colonies to other 
Eastern countries, and especially to 
erlonize the conntry held by the | 
English East Africa Company, and 
he predicted that the African problem 
would be solved, not by Germany 
er England, but by the natives of | 
India! He rapidly sketched the 
political and social changes whieh | 
mark ihe opening of a new era in| 

India, and deserived the work ot | 
the native National Congress, | 
which now meets annually in India | 
and which is proving troublesome 
to the Government. Mr. Wiikie | 
sympathizes strongly wilh the nae | 
tive aspiration fora larger share ina 
the government of the country, aud 
he intimated that unless the reason- 
vable wishes of the Nutional Con-

Missionaries of Mr. Wilkie’s 
power and zeal night do much to 
convert the heathen of Christian 
lands. The licentionsness of Chris- 
tian cities, the gambling that goes 
on from day to day and from night 
to mght, the constant violation of 
just laws, the great body of crime 
that keeps magistrates busy in all 
large communities, the life senten- 
ces that are being constantly exe- 
cuted in Christian Iands—all these 
tend to ghow that ~aissionary seal 
and missionary eloquence are need- 
ed among Christian as well as 
heathen or semi-civilized countries. 
But since we can not have men of 
Mr. Wilkie’s great abilities and 
great enthusiasm to labor for the 
conversion of so called Christians in 
Christian lands, where they are so 
sadly needed, it is a fortunate fact 
that such talent and zeal have found 
a field where their employment is be- 
ing rewarded with such abundant 
ruit. 


THE LATE MEETING, 


Now that the race meeting of vie 
Alberta Turt Club is over it can do 
no harm, it may even do some good, 
to point out some mistakes that 
have been made and which experi- 
ence will probably lead the Club, to 
avoid in the future. 

The most palpable mistake is the 
charge ot one dollar for the admis- 
sion of gentlemen to the grounds, 
even though ladies are admitted 
free, The chances are that ladies 
will get there, all right, it a return 
to the 50 cents all round be made, 
while the dollar charge seems a 
hardship to many who go without 
ladies and on foot. . When the ticket 
to the grand stand is added the par- 
ty without ladies would have paid 
$1.25, making his disbursements in 
this direction alone tor the three 
days nearly four dollars, At fifty 
cents all round, the charge would 
not seem excessive, while in fact 
more than twice as many people 
would attend and more nioney 
would be taken, to say nothing of 
the enthusiasm which the presence 
of large numbers inspires. 

In regard to the date of holding 
the meeting it 13 evident that it 
doves not suit this section of the 
North-West. In reality, the dates 
are fixed in Winnipeg to suit Win- 
nipeg interests, without much if 
any regard to the interests of Alber- 
‘his meeting found Albertans 
in the midst of haying, with the 
grain harvest about to commence ; 


from the meeting. The price of 
admission and the date sufficed to 
lessea the attendance immensely,— 
so much so indeed that those patron- 
izing the races here were fewer im 
number than even Pine Creek could 
turn outona good day, while the 
slim attendance created an unfavor- 
able impression on the minds of 
strangers in regard to the interest 
which our people are supposed to 
take in such meetings. 

The adoption ot Calgary into the 
North-West circuit was, no doubt, 
supposed to be for the advantage of 
our meetings here, but this can only 
be when our local interests are con- 
sidered in fixing dates. ‘To the 
eastward they do not seem to think 
Alberta has any special racing in- 
terests worth considering. Macleod 
had fixed on certain dates, the only 
ones, practically, that were left to 
her, only to learn that Winnipeg by 
fixing its fall meeting tor the same 
time cuther out of any chance 
of securing eastern —_ horses, 
while it also prevented eastern 
horses from coming even as far as 
Calgary. This is about the way Win- 
nipeg euts upin regard to mos 
matters ; it seems to consider itself 
the whole North-West avd 
accordingly.

Iron Covered Duildings in the Fire 
Limits. 


In 1886 a by law (No. 34) wos passed 
by the Calyary Town Council, proyiding 


that within the fire limits all buildings | 
to be erected should be of brick orstone, | 
except where permission was granted by 
the chairman of the Committee of public 


works. This power to exempt was sub- 
requently repealed by by law 65, every 
word of it, and now new buildings in the 
fire limits must be erected of stone, 
brick, concrete or brick veneer, and no 
authority to exempt is given. Thero 
seems to be no good reason why an iron 
covered building should not be included 
among eligible buildings, but to place 
such a building on a proper footing the
